The coordinated efforts of two 
nattons to eliminate foot and 
mouth disease from Mexico has 
apparently entered its final stage 
with indications increasing day by 
day that the great campaign will 
be crowned with complete success 
late in 1951. 

That *was the comment this 
week of Dr. C. U. Duckworth, as- 
sistant state director & agricul- 
ture, as he reviewed the progress 
in the campaign made by the two 
nations since the slaughter method 
‘was stopped in Mexico in 1947 
and supplanted by the quarantine, 
inspection and vaccination method 
of controlling the disease. 

Marking the. progress that has 
been made was a Thanksgiving 
day telegram to Dr. Duckworth 
from General Harry W. Johnson, 
co-director of the joint Mexico- 
United States foot and mouth com- 
mission. General Johnson tele-

Pest Control 
Is Being Studied 


Shape of possible things to come | 
is seen in experiments being con- | 
ducted at the Riverside citrus sta- 
tion in systemic insecticides— 
compounds which can be absorbed 
by plant foliage and roots and 
subsequently circulated through 
the plants rendering tissue poison- 
ous or unpalatable to juice-feed- 
ing pests. 

Systemic insecticides have prov- 
ed successful for aphids and mites 
on certain annual crops, green- 
house plants, cotton and hops and 
current experiments deal with 
such citrus pests as red scale, 
thrips, aphids, black scale, cot- 
tony-cushion scale, citricola scale 
and red mites. 

Several years of experiment w ill 
probably be necessary to solve 

many technical problems before | 
systemic citrus pest control can !
